PRAY WITHOUT CEASING - By Chaplain John Roe

The Apostle Paul lived an interesting life. First, he was a Jewish
Pharisee, the sect that held all the power in Israel. He hated the
Christian message and arrested or killed those who believed in
Jesus. Second, he had an encounter with Jesus on the road to
Damascus that radically changed him into an ambassador and
apostle for Christianity.

His life was never the same after the experience on the road.
Jesus became real to him, and God the Father became a God of
love rather than a god of harshness and judgement. Paul spent
his life being hated by the Jews, beaten, stoned, shipwrecked,
imprisoned and outcast while preaching the Gospel.

Somehow, through it all, he maintained a spirit of thanksgiving
and praise. He sums it up in this passage from, 1 Thessalonians
5:16 -18 “Rejoice always, 17, pray without ceasing, 18, in
everything give thanks; for this is the will of God in Christ Jesus
for you.”

On days that it seemed that God had forsaken him he rejoiced,
prayed, and gave thanks. He said that we are to pray without
ceasing. That means that we don’t take a break from seeking
God, thanking God, and rejoicing in God. Regardless of your
circumstances keep your eyes on God. He is the creator of the
universe, and He is watching over you. Never forget to pray and
to praise. He will reward you in due season and bless you beyond
your expectations.
